For the same time our imports were 


sis hundred and sixty-seven millions, and 
of this vast amount the South imported 
but fifteen millions. 


Of the four billions of goods manu- 


factured in the country, the South made 
but one-sixteenth part of them. 


Of the two million eight hundred and 


twelve thousand emigrants that came to 
this country for the ten years ending 
June 30, 18X0, only forty-nine thousand 
went to the South making only one- 
sixtieth.

THE St. Petersburg Golos lias re- 


ceived a letter from the famous archfeol- 
ogist, SchlieniiiDn,dated Athens, March 
U. We print this extract: 


"I 
have just returned from Asia 


Minor, where I have at last finished that 
digging out of Troy which 1 began in 
1870. During ton years I have struo-- 
gled with gre.it difficulties, among which 
perhaps the most troublesome has been 
the large amount of debris under which 
the ancient city was buried. 
It has 


been necessary to dig down and dig uo 
the ground for more than sixteen yards 
below tho surface. 
But I am fullv rec- 


ompensed for my trouble. 
I found the 


remains of seven different ancient cities • 
the last of them was the Ilion of Homer 
That city was built by thc.Eolians, ban- 
ished from Greece by the Dorinus in tho 
ielcvonth century before our era. 
In 


lone of the buried cities I found many 
statues of Minerva with the owl's head, 
whence her name of Glaacopis. 
In an- 


.other city were found many images of 
the divinities. But the most interesting 
and important of all discoveries is, of 
course, the city of King Priam. 
Every 


article found in the ruins of that city- 
bear unmistakable- signs of having beep 
destroyed by tire and" in a time of war 
There were discovered many remains o 
human bodies in full armor." I duo- ou 
and cleaved away the debris frou? tht 
entire wail that surrounded the city.anc 
also from all the principal buildings 
Xow l am finishing a large volume°in 
English describing with full details al 
my discoveries and containing 200 illus- 
trations 
of 
the 
most 
important 


of the discoveries. 
My Trojan col- 


lection is now in London, but at the end 
of this year I shall take it to my villa in 
Athens, which is fire-proof, built onlv 
of marble and iron. 
I have received 


large offers for my collection from the 
United States, England, France, and 
Germany, but I can not part with it for 
any money in the world."

THK cool, unlUnching gaze of a bravo 


man, it is said, will awe a tiger. The 
statement is perhaps an exaggerated 
one, but wo will toll an incident of a 
man whose eye awed a human tiger. 
^ Some forty years ago, tho citi/.ens of 
Natchc;'., aroused by the excesses of tho 
gamblers 
infesting their city, drove 


them out, and threatened them with 
death if they ever returned. 
Promi- 


nent among those citizens were Capt. 
Quitmau, a leading lawyer of Natchez. 
A mouth or two later, "ho and a small 
band crossed into Texas to aid those 
who were fighting Santa Anna and his 
Mexicans. 
Late one night Quitman ar- 


rived at San Augustine, where he found 
the people overawed by a large gang of 
gamblers, some of whom had lately 
come from Matches. 
They recognized 


him and resolved to have revenge. Quit- 
man quartered his men in a large build- 
ing, while he occupied a room in an ad- 
jacent house, lie had just taken off his 
coat, when the door was thrown vio- 
lently open. A tall, fierce-looking man 
entered. 
In his belt was a bowie-knife, 


and in his right hand he held a pistol. 
Fortunately , Quitman had not laid aside 
his belt-pistols, and drawing one he 
raised it quickly, so that the man was 
covered by it. 
" I know you and you know me," hu 


said, looking the gambler calmly in the 
eye. " I desire no quarrel with you, but 
I don't fear you." 


The gambler glai-cd at him for a mo- 


ment, and then, his features relaxing 
into a smile, said— 


«' Captain, you're a brave man, and 1 


will be your friend," and he retired, 
quietly closing the door after him. 


A few weeks after, the war beino' at 


an end, Capt. Quitman was returning 
home overland, accompanied only by 
his negro servant. 
Crossing a small 


stream, and mounting the bank, which 
had dense underwood on both sides, he 
found two trees felled across the path 
Suspecting that he was in a trap, he 
turned and saw three men, armed with 
guns, coming up in the rear. He could 
neither advance nor retreat.

Some years after, this gambler was

Quitman paid one- 
half of the fine.

subsequently reformed, and became an 
estimable man, respected by all who 
knew him.—YoulWa Comvanion.

who has paid a special tax, becomes lia- 
ble to the special tax as a retail dealer 
in loaf tobacco, which tax is 8500.00 a 
year, aud 50 per cent, on all sales of 
more than §1,000.00. I have uo copies 
of the law except the Revised Statutes of 
the United States.
